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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  'MARKET 


Prices  paid  for  American  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday, 
February  11,  were  little  changed  from  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.    Barrel  supplies  were  moderate-    The  market  was 
active  for  high  grade  fruit.    Many  Hew  York  and  New  England  apples  were 
overripe  and  slightly  decayed. ■  A  considerable  share  of  the  New  York  Bald- 
wins were  also  slack.     These  apples  sold  mostly  at  $4.38  to  $4.87  per  "bar- 
rel.  .Virginia  York  Imperials  and  New  York -Rhode  Island  Greenings  showed  a 
large  amount  of  scald,  particularly  those  not  packed  in  shredded  oiled 
paper.  '  Supplies  of  "basket  stock  were  light.    These  met  a  good  demand  "but 
the  condition  was  only  fair. _  New  York  Baldwins,  U.  S.  No.  1,  2t  inch,  sold 
at  $1.95  to  $3.01  whereas  New  York  Greenings  and  Ganos  of  the  same  grade 
made  around  $1.89  per  basket. 

Boxed  apples  were  in  liberal  supply.    Demand  was  generally  slow. 
Their  condition  was  good.     Offerings  were  liberal  at  the  start  of  the  auc- 
tion but  many  brokers  passed  bids  which  were  below  their  -asking  price. 

At  London  barreled  apples  were  in  moderate  supply.     Demand  was  active 
for  high  grade  barreled  stock.     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  only  fair. 
Shipments  not  packed  in  shredded  oiled  paper  were  generally  scalded.  Many 
slacks  were  in  evidence  among  the  New  York  and  New  England  apples.  Boxed 
apples  were  in  liberal  supply.     Inquiry  is  improving  slowly  for  boxed  stock, 
states  Mr.  Motz.    Boxed  apples  were  in  generally  good  condition. 

The  market  outlook  is  good  for  quality  apples,  states  Mr.  Motz,  and 
should  remain  favorable  until  the  end  of  the  season,  providing  supplies  are 
moderate.     Deciduous  fruits  from  South  Africa  are  now  arriving  in  the  United 
Kingdom  at  the  rate  of  about '  100,000  packages  weekly  but  are  much  below 
those  of  this  time  last  year. 

Pear  prices  at  both  Liverpool  and  London  were  a  little  better  than 
those  paid  last  week.    At  London,  Oregon  An.jous  made  prices  considerably 
above  those  ruling  at  Liverpool.    Pear  shipments  from  South  Africa  are  in- 
creasing whereas  arrivals  from  the  United  States  are  declining.  About 
17,000  boxes  of  South  African  pears  are  expected  this  week  in  the  United 
Kingdom.
